This Collection op Autograph Letters of the Great Novelist 


belonged to Mrs. Thomas Scott, widow of Sir Walter’s brother; at her 
death they passed intp the possession of her daughters, Janet (married 
toLieut.-CoI. Huxley, Military Secretary to Lord Dalhousie, Governor- 
General of Canada in 1819, Ac.), and Anne Rutherford Scott. On the 
death of Miss A. R. Scott in April, 1879, the Letters passed to the Rev. 
T. Scott; Huxley of Canterbury (died March, 1898), who bequeathed 
them to his widow. The Letters are for the most part very full, 
occupying mostly 3 pp. and in many cases 4 pp. of 4to. and 8vo. paper. 
All op them are unpublished as a whole, though parts of some have 
been quoted by J. G. Lockhart in the Life, and in Scott’s familiar 
Letters. They relate mostly to domestic and literary matters and 
other things of which the following is a short summary : Thos. Scott’s 
Monetary Difficulties—his Military Preferment—Proposes he should 
edit an edition of Shad well for which he (Sir Walter) would obtain 
100 guineas—relates the Purchase of all the old 4to. Plays of “ Old Hull 
of Drury Lane ”—“ I am writing myself half blind, and Mrs. Scott 
managing the family and infantry ”—Worried by Booksellers and 
Printers—Millar promises to give £120 for Shadweli’s Plays, “this 
will be pretty picking being all autant gagne.” —The foundation of the 
Quarterly Review—is throwing together in two little 12 mo. Volumes , a 
Selection of Fugitive poetry in Order that Ballantyne may have something 
to start with ”—refers to a “ huge body of mutinous Villains of French 
Prisoners kept in a disused paper-mill at Pennecuik."—“lam glad you like 
the Lady of the Lake as she is rather my own favourite among my literary 
Offspring: 14,000 copies , value £9000 sold in three months' ’—Mentions 
the Sale of the Rev. James Johnstone’s Scandinavian Books in Dublin, 
some of which he purchased “ at a ruinous expence" —Gives Information 
to his brother of the Early History of the Isle of Man—Willingness to 
go to India in a situation nnder Dundas as Governor, in which case he 


“ would not hesitate to pitch the Court of Session and the Booksellers to the 
Devil —is in a bad way in London as “ a balance of £900 has merged 
in the treasury .”—Mentions “ Rokeby,” u the publishers got rid of the full 
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impression of 3000 in two days after publication." —Waverley. “ A Novel 
Called Waverley has had enormous success." —Relating to the death of 
his brother Major John Scott, and his property—On the claim of the 
War Office to a balance of £3122 from Thos. Scott, and much other 
similarly interesting matter.

The subject is treated, as far as possible, without the minuteness of technical detail 
which makes strictly numismatic works difficult of apprehension even by the otherwise 
trained archaeologist At the same time the descriptions of types have been made fairly 
full, and all the chief issues have been taken into account so that it is hoped, not only 
amateurs and travellers in Sicily, bnt also serious students of history and art will find 
the book of value. z 

With very few exceptions all the varieties of Sicilian coins of any importance are 
illustrated ; this feature should make the book specially useful to collectors.

The present volume is probably entitled, whatever its individual 
merits and value may be considered to be, to the credit of being 
wholly on new and independent lines; and after all the re¬ 
searches and conclusions of the editors and critics, it aims at 
placing in a fresh and very different light many of the most 
important features in the biography and literary history of the 
Poet. The book is the result of a considerable amount of labour 
and thought, and owes a share of its claim to attention to the 
wide and varied reading and studies of the author, and to his 
lengthened bibliographical experience. It deals with all the 
difficult and perplexing problems, which have arisen, and exist, 
in connection with the life and productions of Shakespear, the 
history of the Sonnets, the relations between Shakespear aud 
Bacon, those between the former and his family, the deer-stealing 
affair, and the final removal to London, and it unavoidably 
conflicts at several points with the statements and opinions of 
others. After all the enthusiasm for the version of Montaigne by 
John Florio, evidence is adduced that Shakespear did not resort to 
it, at all events at first; and this is merely one instance among 
many, where the new Essay, which is not a regular Biography, 
but rather a Biographical Excursion, endeavours to place the 
private and professional career of our national Poet on a new 
footing, in considerable measure by the collation of scattered 
facts and allusions, and the presentment of many circumstances in 
fresh points of view. 

The keen and enduring interest in all that concerns 
Shakespear, even to the most trivial and indirect particulars, 
throughout the world, ought to secure for the present publication 
an indulgent, if not a favourable, acceptap^eC.oo^le

derived from fragments of works hitherto and otherwise] 
unknown.
